Then ho 
discovered that he had picked the 
wrong (ilace to land. It hupiiened 
in a most (leculiur way, and a high 
tension power was iill to blame.

CRITICISM 

It was once very truthfully remarked that “With¬ 
out criticism there can be no progress.” And in fact 
if everyone is smugly complacent with the existing 
order of things there is no urge for progress and 
there will be none. So let’s have criticism and lots 
of it. 

But—unless we remember that there are two 
sorts of criticism a great amount of harm can be done. 
Criticism which simply .says things are wrong and 
offers no sound way of aiding the situation is wrong. 
Critici.sm which jioints out a way in which a situation 
can be improved and which carries with it a co-oper¬ 
ative help to improve that situation is beneficial. 

The remark has been made, not once, but from a 
number of different sources that this community is 
progressing and, despite the fact that the people are 
doing everything they can to hold it back. 

This statement made by those active in commu¬ 
nity affairs is wrong in that it means that they are 
going at the problem in the wrong spirit especially 
since it shows that they think that they are doing 
just right and fail to .see that there may be some¬ 
thing of rea.son in what the other fellow propo.ses. I 
But it is right from the standpoint that to a! 
large part the civic leaders attack problems from the j 
angle of de.structive critici.sm, with a total lack of co-1 
operation, and with the whole system of community 
affairs being handled by small combative grouji.s. 
Three things which are holding back the town until 
progre.ss is almost impossible. i 

A harsh criticism, yes, de.structive criticism if it! 
stopjied there. How can it be made constructive'.' | 
Simply this way. By realizing that in the viewpoint} 
of each there is jirobably .something worth while, no! 
man is entirely deba.sed. By being willing to sacrifice ! 
some of our petty jealousies and jiride, dropjdng our j 
lights, getting together and making our choice of 
what is the best line of procedure for the community,- 
taking the will of the majority in that choice, anil 
every one of us bending all our energies to the accom-J 
plishment of that end. ' 

Right here this publication lays down a challenge 
in the interest of the jirogre.ss and the betterment of 
this community. Instead of talking to one or two men 
sit down and write a letter to this paper .saying what 
you think should l>e done here. That letter will bi; 
jiublished. Let us put the di.scu.ssion of our commu¬ 
nity problems on an open and above board basis. This 
l^aper will act as a clearing house for ideas about th(! 
community. One .such communication apjiears in this 
issue, answer it. The only reijuirement is that you 
must sign your name and address to the letter altho 
your name will not be jiublished if you do not wish it. 
Let’s have .some action on this.
